The offer is conditional on France resioring to 
Sermany full control of the Ruhr and complete 
evacuation by French troops and officials of that 
region and the Rhineland generally. It remains 
to be seen whether Poincare and his advisers will 
accept such a condition. Chancellor Stresemanzu 
points out that, with the mortgages in hand, France 
could at once, issue bonds against these securities 
and raise large sums of money on account of her 
reparations claims. However, it appears that be-' 
fore any agreement can be made. the two Gorern- 
ments must mutually decide the very difficult ques- 
tion of how much Germany actually owes. The 
latest bulletin issued by the French Bureau of In- 
formation, in New York, dated Sept. 10. summing. 
up the various payments and claims, shows that. 
after crediting Germany with receipts in cash, re- 
ceipts in kind. various deliveries and paper marks 
requisitioned, totaling 1,832,184,378 gold marks, 
Germany is still over 11,600.000 gold marks 
behind, with not a cent credited on account of repa- 
rations. This means that Germany is in a worse 
situation than she was before she paid apy-, 
thing. The cost of the French army of occupation. 
amounting to 1,843,195,828 gold marks, has swal- 
lowed up all] Germany’s payments and left her with 
a debt. over and above the reparations debt, of more. 
than 11,600,000 gold marks. It is erident that the 
longer the Ruhr occupation continues, the farther 
off will be the time when Germany can begin to 
pay anything on reparations account.

It 
is suction, just plain suction of air 
that does it, the same suction that 
transports the change from our 
parcels from fioor to floor, that 
raises submarines and effects other 
marvels in the world we live in. 
Generally speaking, the differ- 
ence between one cleaner and an- 
other is in the power and quality of 
the motor. It isethe motor which 
drives the ‘‘fan’’ that makes the 
suction that draws out the germs 
with as certain sureness as did the 
Pied Piper of Hamelin make the 
rats follow him. With enough suc- 


tion, the dirt and grime are bound 


to be drawn out of whatever type 
of carpet and into the dust bag at- 
tached to the cleaner.
